Restoring World Confidence. 


The signing of the Lausanne treaty on July 9 by allsthe great European 

, whereby all the German war reparations were wiped gut, and provid- 

tng instead that Germany shall pay in one lump sum an amount which repre- 

sents: one cent for every dollar demanded by the Allies after the close of the 

war, marks a new and an important forward step in the direction of estab- 

lishing the peace of the world and in restoring the economic health of all 
nations. 

Apart altogether from the specific agreements set forth in this historical 

document, and the gains thereby conferred upon a long suffering world, the 

fact that the great European powers, and mote especially Germany and 


-France, have at last met on common ground, and have signed a treaty as a 


result of consultation and compromise rather than one forced by one upon 
the other, is one of the most hopeful occurrences far many years. is 

Since the signing of the Peace Treaty, and the imposition of a war in- 
demnity on Germany totalling the huge and impossible sum of $65,000,000,- 
000, together with many other humiliations and penalties, nothing but bitter 
feelings have prevailed on the continent of Europe. Physical warfare has 
been followed by an ever intensified economic warfare; fortifications and 
barbed wire trench éntanglements, cannon and machiré guns have been suc- 
ceeded by high and ever higher tariff barriers. Each nation has been deter- 
mined to have as little trade intercourse with its neighbors as possible; each 
was endeavoring to economically strangle the other. Each was suspicious of 
and feared the other. Each demanded security from the others. Thus Europe 
was deadlocked, trade stagnated, all people suffered, and warlike armaments 
stéadily increased despite all efforts to reduce and control them. 

Seemingly interminable “conversations” took place between various na- 
tions, international conference followed conference without any tangible re- 
sults being achieved until confidence in the world’s political leaders, and even 
in our existing institutions of government, was more or less shaken. Even in 


Western Canada leaders of certain parties and groups openly predicted the! 


failure of this last Lausanne conference. This loss of confidence was, indeed, 
the world's greatest loss because it was shattering all Hope of success and a 
way out of our difficulties being fourid. 

The signing of the Lausanne treaty refuted the prophécies of these pessi- 
mists. It demonstrated that our statesmen dre not bankrupt in vision, 
patriotism, or diplomacy. It has once again proven that there is always a 
way out if patience, persistence, tact, coupled with determination, and a will 
to succeed is in evidence, 

To Premier-Ramsay MacDonald belongs the chief credit for this great

One of the first hundred students to 
attend the University of Saskatch- 
ewan before the war, Capt. Baker ‘is 
now completing a tour of Canada, 
which he had not seen for years. He 
was delighted with the appearance of 
Manitoba, where tree protection has 
evidently encouraged growth. But in 
Saskatchewan he noted the serious 
denuding of the plains, and based his 
prediction for the future upon his 
study of the past. 

Tree planting on all-rising ground, 
Capt. Baker declared, was the sole 
remedy for this state of affairs, which 
Was resulting in a changed climate, 
soil drifting and dessication: He urged 
upon Western Canada the adoption of 
the policy in force in New Zealand, 
where forestry was being made to 
pay. 

In that apo one private com- 
pany had already sold £4,000,000 of 
“forest bonds.” The money. was in- 
vested in tree-planting, and it was 
believed that in 1214 years from the 
time of planting, definite return om 
the investment could be expected. In 
the interval the trees did much to 
conserve moisture and climatic con- 
ditions, “Plant a tree and grow 
money” was the New Zealand slogan. 

Capt. Baker said it was deplorable 
to see settlers in the Peace River 
country burning off the trees on their 
farms. This left an alkali deposit 
which was injurious to the soil. In- 
stead, he advocated the construction 
of a plant for distilling alcohol from 
the trees felled, saying this would in 
time make Canada self supporting in 
~ motor fuel. A new carburetor was be- 
ing perfected in France which could 
use the gas generated by burning 
chartoal (made of wood). The policy 
of tree planting was, therefore, in his; 
opinion, not only good agricultural in- 
surance, 
paid actual dividends. 

Capt. Baker is the founder of a so- 
ciety named “The Men of the Trees,” 
headed in’ England by Sir Francis 
Younghusband, its aim being the pro- 
tection and encouragement of forest 
growth. He is also an author and 
forestry. expert, having recently been 
in equatorial Africa employed.) by the 
British Government.

Radium Dust In Air 


but was also a policy that | Scientist Claims Thimbleful Contains 


‘Billions Of Particles 

The air is seeded with floating ra- 

dium dust. : 
' This dust proved its presence by 
clicking like telegraph keys before 
an audience of physical scientists at- 
tending the meeting at Syracuse, N. 
Y., of the American Association: for 
the Advancement of Science. 

The radium “air man” was Dr. W. 
F. G. Swann, director of the Barthol 
Research Foundation, Philadelphia, 
and one of the world’s foremost phy- 
sicists. His radium set was made 
for rare scientific gadgets. He used it 
to illustrate his amazing description 
of the unseen, unfelt things constant- 
ly floating about) man and even 
touching him, 

In every thimbleful of air, he said, 
there are about 1,000 broken partic- 
les, many of them smashed by im- 
pact of the radium rays from the air. 
In the same thimble there are 10,000,- 
000,000,000,000,000 uninjured mole- 
cules or particles. 

These 1,000 broken particles (ions 
in scientific: language), account for 
the seepage of electricity through 
the air. They supply the electrical 
lubrication. , 

Only part of the broken particles 
are produced by radium collisions. 
Many of the others are broken by 
hits of cosmic rays. Dr. Swann illu- 
strated by tuning in another set upon 
which the cogmic rays coming through 
the roof of the building at the mo- 
ment struck with resounding clicks. 
He explained that these rays are 
shafts from space, their nature not 
yet determined. 

The same kind of ions, except that 
they are inside the body, were used 
to explain “lJearning’”’ by Dr, John N. 
Washburne of Syracuse University. 

He spoke of the learning called 
conditioned-refiex, which is essentially 
habit—that is automatic.

Young, Maggie,” which was written | 
in 1840. “Paradise,” a melody of 1930, 
was third in the voting; fourth was 
“Old Man River,’ composed five years 
ago; and then came “Let Me Call You 
Sweetheart,” written in 1910; Chaun- 
cey Olcott's “Wild Irish Rose,” which 
dates back to 1899, and Carrie Jacob 
Bond's “Perfect Day.” In the other | 
607 songs mentioned, the old and tried | 
favorites predominated, we are told, 
among the younger members of the 
“unseen audience” as well as repre- 
sentatives of the older generation.

* Science is ever amazing the tndl- 
vidual. No sooner does one marvel as- 
tound humanity than it becomes a 
commonplace beside its successor, un- 
til it would seem that the world could 
be surprised no more. Yet science 
must have many more thiracles up 
her sleeve. One has just been_reveal- 
ed in London that appears to be a 
virtual revolution in photographic art. 
It is nothing more or less than the 
photography of the invisible. A cam- 
era was set up in Old Park, Dover, 
and despite the fact that haze hid the 
French coast from view, thé printed 
picture showed a vast range of that 
coast in extraordinary detail, 

The importance of this achievement 
is photography can hardly be over- 
estimated. It simply means that 
whereas the photographer has hither- 


to been at the mercy of the weather,. 


he can now disregard both rain, mist 
and haze, and go ahead with his work 
as though they did not exist. The new 
system enables the camera to S 


trate both mist and haze and _ to’ 


photograph distant objects and scenes 
which the actual thickness of the at- 
mosphere prevents the photographer 
from seeing with his own eyes, with 
as much detail as though the atmos- 
phere were absolutely clear. 

The explanation of the new process 
is so simple that even the uninstruct- 
ed layman can grasp it easily. One 
reason why we cannot see far in mifs- 
ty or hazy weather is because the 
light is scattered, or diffused, by the 
humidity in the atmosphere, It ts also 
scattered on a fine day, but red light 
is scattered less than blue and the 
problem has been to use the infra-red 
light in the atmosphere and to ex- 
clude all other light. This has been 
accomplished by using a piece of dyed 
gelatine in front of the camera lens 
as a filter. This permits the proper 
rays alone to penetrate and to carry 
the {mage to be photographed with 
them. This infra-red light is invisible 
to the naked eye, but infra-red sen- 
sitive plates are responsive to it, and 
by their use and the: use of the filter 
photographs can be taken with a tele- 
photo camera of scenes which the 
naked eye cannot see. 

What fascinating vistas are thus 
made possible to the photographer 
may easily be imagined. A new art 
has in effect been created by this 
simple invention which achieves 80 
marvellous a result. Its bearing in 
other fields than those of art is easy 


| to indicate. It may, for instance, play 


a highly important part in aerial 
photography, and also in pictures 
taken for defence purposes. More tho- 
roughly exercised control of aerial 
photography is likely to follow as a 
natural corollary. But in so far as 
the art photographer is concerned, he 
now has a new resource from which 
he may draw hitherto unimagined 
beauties for the delectation of those 
who love nature in all its forms. ~

The Wheat Market |cvisine «i 
, Canada 


Major H. G, L, Strange, director 
of the research department of the 
Searle Grain Company, Winnipeg, hae 
put world situation in regard ‘to 
wheat in very few words, A recent 
statement by him nead: 

‘‘The world produces each year 
and consumes in rough figures about 
4,500 million bushels of wheat. These 
figures do not include China, which 
it has been roughly estimated pro- 
duces and consume 600 million bush- 
els, Therefore the total amount of 
wheat produced and consumed in the 
entire world is probably in excess of 
5,000 million bushels per annum. 

‘Most of this wheat is consumed 
in the country in which it is produ- 
ced. Some countries, however, pro- 
duce less than they require and so 
have to import wheat and wheat 
flour, Some other countries produce 
more than they can consume and so 
they have wheat and wheat flour to 
export. The amount of wheat which | 
is thus imported and exported, most 
of it across the seas—or which en- 
ters the International Tnade—is_be- 
tween 750 and 800 million bushels 
each year. This is the market and 
the only market that is available for 
the wheat that Canada cannot con- 
sume at home and which she has to 
sell abroad, — 

‘*Canada.’s average wheat produc- 
tion for the past ten years has been 
399 million bushels yearly. Her ex- 
port or sales abroad for the same 
ten years have averaged 281 million 
bushels per annum in the form of 
wheat and wheat flour, or about 70 
per cent, of her total production of 
wheat. The amount rhe has ex- 
ported as wheat| has averaged 237 
million bushels per anmum, and as 
wheat flour 43 milfion . bushels 
anmnum,’’ ‘

A BLUNDER 


It is true thet returned soldiers are 
by no means the only unemployed 
deserving of assistance.

‘seriousness of the recent events 
at Washington, D.C. One of the vet- 
erans who are agitating for immed- 
iate payment of the U.S. bonus was 
killed by troops ordered out by Pres- 
ident Hoover, and another was ser- 
iousky wounded. . ; 

Let us look at the matter from a 
cold-blooded, utilitarian point of 
view. Governments have been given 
loyal support by organizations of re- 
turned soldiers. In Canada, for ‘in- 
stance, the patriotism professed by 
such organizations has been quite 
remarkable. Indeed, we might sug- 
‘gest that some ex-soldiers have on 
oceasions displayed the intensified 
sort of patriotism which is.not al- 
ways conductive of harmony,  In- 
fused with the spirit of war camer- 
aderie and with a certain tradition 
of service, these men provide today 
a solid battalion of fighters against 
sedition, They are to be numbered 
among the best friends of the gov- 
ernments of today. Their frjend- 


ip, from a tactica point of view, 


is a most valuable asset. 


Yet the situation in the U.S. has 
been allowed to develop to the point 
whcce men presumably in a similar 
category have been antagonized to 
the point of revolt.

or another declaration, It must be 
firmly fixed in the mind of the player 
that it is on the correctness of the 


first response that the success or fail- 
ure of the particular deal is based. 
And that also the function of the re- 
sponding hand, is to bear the brunt 
of the bidding, : 

The responding hand has- four -bid- 
ding possibilities provided there is no 
adverse bid. These are the raise, the 
pass, the takeout and the jump-shift 
or forcing bid. 

The Raise:—If it is decided ‘to raise 
partner’s suit, then the full raise 
should be given immediately. And the 
full raise is the number of taking 
tricks above the normal expectancy 
of three, that the hand contains. If 
one heart is the original declaration, 
and the responding hand will take 
five tricks with hearts trumps, and 
has normal length in hearts, the bid 
of the responding hand must be three 
hearts. i , 

The Pass:—If the responding hand 
contains no raise, no biddable suit, 
and less than’one honor trick, the cor- 
rect bid is pass: Hands which are 
freakish in distribution are excep- 
tions, Freak hands may be bid with 
less than an ‘honor trick.” 

The Takeout:—This is a bid in an- 
other suit or no trump, It must, in 
the early stages of the bidding, -be 
construed by the original bidder as a 
denial of the original bid. In effect 
It may not be & denial as the respond- 
ing hand may have more than normal 
expectancy in the original bid, but 
may have a powerful suit’of its own. 
In many cases the takeout is made 
to find out if the hand “fits.” If the 
two hands can support each other's 
bids, the hand does fit and high con- 
tracts can usually be made. 

A second takeout of the original 
bid is a definite denial and tells part- 
ner it is best not to play the hand in 
the original declaration unless the 
original bidder’s hand is exceptionally 
strong in the suit bid. 

The Forcing Takeout is never a de- 
nial of partner’s bid. In other words a 
forcing response_should not be made, 
as a rule, unless the forcing bidder 
has at least neutral support in the 
original declaration, By neutral sup- 
port is meant two trumps at least. 
However a forcing takeout may be 
made without even neutral support in 
the original bid, when the forcing bid- 
der’s suit is so strong, that, irrespec- 
tive of his. partner’s holding in the 
forcing suit bid, the hand will be 
played in the forcing suit. It must be 
remembered that the forcing takeout 
is a definite game guarantee bid and, 
that, after a forcing bid is made the 
contracting must be continued until a 
game contract is arrived at. 

The One No Trump takeout is the 
only weakness. bid in contract in the 
first round of bidding. All other take 
outs or bids, with the exception of the 
pass, are strength calls and convey 
definite high card information to part- 
ner. Generally the one no trump take- 
out is made when the responding

DOCONUT SEA FOAM .FROSTING 
1 cup brown sugar. 

% cup boiling water. 

' 1 egg white, stiffly beaten. 

%4 tablespoon vanilla. © 

% can coconut, southern style. 

Combine sugar -.and water. Place 
over low flame and stir constantly 
until sugar is dissolved and mixture 
boils. Continue cooking ‘until a small 
amount of syrup forms a soft ball in 
cold’ water,or spins a long thread 
when dropped from tip of spoon (240 
degrees Fahrenheit): Pour syrup 
in fine stream over egg white, beat- 
ing constantly.

Canadian Cheese 


Canada Supplies One-Quarter Of 
Britain’s Total Exports 

Canada increased her exports of 
chéese to the United Kingdom in 1931 
by 4 per cent. over 1930, and supplies 
one-quarter of Britain’s total exports. 
This compares with 22 per cent. in 
1980, states the report, just issued by 
the Empire Marketing Board on 
“Dairy Produce Supplies in 1931.” 

Canada sent over 700,000 cwts. of 
cheese to Britain last season, The 
empire supplied fully 87 per cént. of 
the Old Country’s total imports of 
cheese. New Zealand being the chief 
empire source. 


Shrinkage In Revenue 


Americans Pay Millions Less In Cor- 
poration and Income Taxes 

Americans paid $803,161,167.36 less 
in corporation and income taxes dur- 
ing the fiscal year just ended than in 
the year before, the Bureau of Inter- 
nal Revenue reported. 

This shrinkage in revenue and the 
increased government expenditures 
resulted in the greatest peace-time 
treasury deficit in the history of the 
country.

GOVERNMENT WASTE 
MUST BE CURTAILED 


Hlustrative of general recognition 
of the fact that governmental expen- 
ditures have got entirely out of line 
with declining revenues is the form- 
ation of the National Economy 
League in the United States to wage 
a war on waste in government. Six 
of the leading men of the « nation 
have accepted places on the advisory 
council of the league: They include 
ex-president Coolidge and a form- 
er candidate for the presidency, Hon. 
Alfred E, Smith. 

It is evident that the present ex- 
traordinary situation calls for a rad- 
ioal readjustment in government ex- 
penditures. The old days of free of- 
ficial spending are over. \ Now r-v- 
errments of all kinds must control 
their expenditure to fit the capacity 
of the taxpayer to provide revenue, 
instead of budgeting on the mythic- 
al supposition that the taxpayers can 
be made to pay whatever the body 
in control thinks fit. For the past 
three years ‘private enterprises of all 
Kinds have had to reduce outlay in 
accord with actual revenue, Adop- 
tion of the same policy is long over- 
due in official circles, but it is al- 
most here because of the insistence 
of an aroused public opinion. 

What is absolutely necessary to- 
day is a revision of government costs 
in terms of commodity values. The 
increased’ buying power of the dol- 
lar is evident to everyone. The tax- 
payer now demands that the differ- 
ent authorities, federal, provincial 
and municipal, should mark down the 
cost of services in line with the gen- 
eral price movement, That is a 
reasonable proposition. It would be 
intolerable if they maintained their 


expenditures at the level established | or 


when times were booming, 

The immediate objective of the 
National Economy League across the 
berder is to pare off some $452,000,- 
000 in payments to war veterans, 
most of which it is claimed are col- 
lected for disabilities not sustained 
through war service. It is of inter- 
est that Ottawa proposes to cut pen 
s‘on allowances by one-third on ac- 
count of the pronounced drop in the 
cost of living, Naturally the recip- 
ients of pensions will object stren- 
uously, but the position of the gov- 
ernment is unassailable. Confronted 
with a widespread demand for more 
economy in admistrations, the $50,- 
006,000 spent annually on pensions 
invites radical reduction by the gov- 
ernment.

LARGER RURAL UNITS 
Alkerta’s plan for consolidating 
its rural municipalities into larger 
units has certain attractive featurcs, 
of which the possible saving of ad- 
ministration coste is the most prom- 
inent. But on this continent we falt 
rather too easily imo the aseump- 


tion that the ‘big is bettor than the 
small, It is possible that Alberta is 
doing something under: the drive of 
yogue for économizing which will in 
the long run have little if any bene- 
ficial effect. 

To bring the discussion nearer 
home and to avoid the suggestion of 
merely captious criticism of Premier 
Brownlee’s plan, it may be pointe 
out that suggestons of municipal con- 
solidation in Manitoba have usually 
met the answer that it-was merely a 
way of piling the burdens of the 
weak and reckless upon the shoulders 
of the strong and solvent. The pro- 
vincial government, which kes the 
task of administrating some of the 
weak municipalities, provably would 
welcome the chance to tuck some of 
its proteges under the wings of ad- 
joining nrunicipalities. 

Generally, centralization and con- 
solidation do not reduce, but rather 
tend to increase the cost of govern- 
ment in the area affected, It is true 
that temporary economies are made, 
and they may last as long as hard 
times continue, but with the return 
of better times, the larger unit is 
more likely to launch ambitious and 
expensive projects than the small 
unit is, 

Careful study of the rapid rise in 
the cost of government in recent 
years will lead to the conclusion, that 
the small units have, perhaps from 
necessity kept their per capita costs 
down, except in those enterprises 
which were imposed on them from 
above, while the larger units have 
cheerfully plunged into debt at ap 
alarming rate.
